A. B4SRGENCY MEDICAL SERVICE IN PRAGUE 
1. General Paaorlntlon and Background 

For medioal aervioe purposes, PRAGUE was divided into 15 distriots, and 
eaoh diatriot waa provided with an emergenoy medioal aervioe oenter. Prior to 
1954* the entire emergenoy aervioe aystem was administered and oontrolled by a 
oantral headquarters looated in the Prague Polyolinlo on 'arlova Square in the 
Seoond Diatriot in PRAGUE. Central direction and administration, however, proved 
to be very oonfuaing and dlffioult, particularly with rospoot to tits assignment 
of personnel to oper ate the emergenoy medioal oentars. " ~ 71 50X1 -HUM 

In 1954, direction of th l msdiel&: oontsrs- was delegated to the distriots 
which resulted in better control. I from 1954 until his defee- 50X1 -HUM 

tion he was detailed for duty only in Medioal Oenter Nr 11 leeated in the diatriot 
in whioh he lived. Eaoh district medioal oenter was direoted and administered 
by a medioal direotor, assisted by a senior nurse. The director was responsible 
for the establishment, support, and staffing of his medioal oenter. He had at 
his disposal all of the general practitioners and specialists who lived in his 
diatriot. Also available were those medioal personnel living in his diatriot 
who were engaged in teaohlng medioine or in medioal researoh. However, these 
latter personnel parti oipated in the emergenoy medioal program on a voluntary 
basis and were permitted to ohooae the nights and week-ends they wished to work. 

The emergenoy medioal servloe was established to provide emergenoy treatment 
for the civilian populaoe during normal off-duty hours. When the aervioe was 
initiated, the work load of the oenters was rather light. As time went by, the 
work load beoano increasingly heavier, not beoause the number of emergenoy eases 
was inoreasing, but beoause the people wore abusing the servloe by reporting for 
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treatment with minor or non-emergency complaints. They did this bsoauss thsy did 
not havs to wait as long for smsrgonoy treatment as they would for normal treat- 
ment. As a result, the work load of the emergency medical centers had beoeme 
quite heavy by 1958.

The medioal centers were established in doctors' offioes where available, 
in homes, and in some oases in specially oonstruoted and equipped olinios. Most 
of the oenters were established in homes or in regular apartments. Saoh oenter 
was staffed, from 1700 of one day to 0700 the next day, by one doctor, one nurse, 
and a driver. On week-ends ,from 1200 Saturday to 0700 Monday, the oenters were 
staffed by two dootors, one or two nurses, and a driver.

4. Ptaorlptlon of Saargenor Madloal Cantor Nr 11 

Madloal Canter Mr 11 was the largest of the medioal centers that were not 
leoated In either a regular dootor 1 a office or in a specially constructed olinio. 

moat of the oenters that fell into this group were set up in 

two or three rooms of a private house or an apartment building. Center Mr 11 
oooijpJed four rooms, an entire apartment, in a large tenement house. One of the 
rooms was approximately 4 * 5 m, furnished with benohes, and used as a patients 
waiting room. A seoond room, approximately 4x8m, was used as a reoeption room 
and as sleeping quarters for the nurse. The room was partitioned, with a desk 
and rohalr as the only furnishings in the portion serving as the reoeption room, 
and a oot for the nurse set up behind the partition. The third room, approximately 
3 x 3 a, was primarily used as the oonsultation room, but was also partitioned to 
provide sleeping quarters for the driver. The oonsultation worn was Jseishad with aa 
antiquated gynsaslogioal table, a oouoh, and an Instrument oabinet. The fourth 
room, approximately 2 x 3 m, was uaed by the dootor as sleeping quarters. The 
entire oenter was inadequately furnished. This oenter did not have running hot 
water until 1937 • Most of the oenters still do not have running hot water. 

The medioal equipment at Madloal Oenter Mr 11 was government-owned and 
oonaisted of a broken blood pressure apparatus, a stethosoope, a small steriliser, 
and a supply of bandages, gauss, and medloaments. Suturing needles were Included 
in the oenter' s equipment, but they w ere all either rusty or dirty. The oenter 
had no splints and no ophthalmosoope. 

I we emergency aedloal oenters were 
nothing more than oonsultation rooms, and all really necessary treatment was done 
at hospitals to whloh the dootors referred the patients. Saoh aedloal oenter was 
assigned an aabulanoe or an automobile, primarily to be used by the dootor for 
making oalls. 

The basio and most a own only used medloaments were available in the medioal 
oenters. Any necessary mediolne not available would be prooured from a pharmacy 
by the patient upon a dootor 'a presoription. However, tne dootors were limited in 
the amount of medioinea and drugs they oould prescribe. For example, Medioal 
Oenter Mr 11 waa normally authorised ten million unita of penicillin per night. 

Thia amount waa usually expended within a few hours, even though preaoribed in small 
amounts. If the authorised amount was oxoeoded, the prioe of the overage would be 
deduoted from the salary of the dootor. 

5. Breakdown to Peroantaaoa of the Types of Oomolainta Treated by Souroo

Five paroent of the patlenta were treated for apoplexy and heart L 
OiSaatjk (very frequent and inoreaaing in numbers). 

fifteen paroent of tha patients were treated for ohronio diaeaaea 
•uoh aa (inoreaaing in number), heart diaeaaea (inoreaaing in number), 

and diabetes (alao in inoreaaing numbers). 

Ten paroent of the patients were treated for neurologioal oomplainta 
and were inoreaaing in numbers, partioularly the payohoneuroais and alooholio 
patlenta. 


Five paroent of the patients were treated for injuries arising from 
aooidents or oriminal motions, aooidental or deliberate intoxioationa, and attempted 
auioidea (in Inoreaaing number a, partioularly among the older people). 

Fifteen paroent of the patients wars treated for aiaoellaneoua diaeaaea 
lnolodlng venereal diaeaaea (in inoreaaing numbers), aaoariaaia and hookworm, 
aoabiea (very few oaaea), and other akin diaeaaea. 

6. hartanar Dental flarviae and Ambulanoe Sarvioa in «AflUB 

taergenoy Dental Station (For pinpoint looation, aee Item 16, Annex A.) 

The only emergency dental aervloe waa looated in the Nova Maato Dlatriot 
of PRAOUK, It waa established in a tenement building and waa equipped to handle 
only thoao oaaoa that oould be treated by extraction or temporary filling, Oaaea 
requiring more extenaivo treatment or aurgery wore rofarrod to a hospital. 

Patient Ambulanoe Sarvioe (For pinpoint loot ti on, aee Item 17, Annex A.) 

Thia ambulanoe station usually had three ambulanoea available for use, 

Baergenoy Ambulanoe Service (For pinpoint looation, aee Item 18, Annex A.) 

Thia ambulanoe station had one, and aometimea two, ambulanoea on duty, 

Theae ambulanoea were reserved for the transport of patianta who required emergenoy 
treatment, 

B. CBR TRAINING AND OIVIL DEFENSE 

1. Organisation, Operations, and Plana 

sometime in 1953, possibly in oomplianoe with direotivea 50X1 -HUM 
iaaued by the Ministry of Eduoation, a CBR and Civil Defense (CD) training program 
was initiated by and only for the Medioal Faoulty of Charles University in RtAGUE. 
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The CBR portion of the training dealt largely with defense against atomic and 
biological attack, while the CO aspect treated the organisation and operation of 
civilian emergency and disaster teams. 

Because of the poor organisation, the careless and indifferent handling 
of what little equipment was available (see par 3, below), and because of the 
lack of a workable attendance control system, the training program from its in- 
ception reoeived no backing from either the dean or the majority of the members 
of the medical faculty. The individual entrusted with the task of presenting 
leotures on atomio defense was a young and relatively inexperienoed member of the 
medical faoulty who, quite obviously, referred to neither outline nor lecture 
notes, and who apparently based his presentations on what he could get out of 
miscellaneous and unofficial publications. This individual limited his treatment 
of the subjeot of radiological warfare to a movie of unknown origin whioh showed 
the destructive effeots of the atomio bombing of HIROSHIMA.

Leotures on defense against biological warfare were to be given in two 
1-hour periods eaoh month by Professor KUBELKA, (fnu), Chief of the Antibiotio 
Department of the Microbiological Institute. KUBELKA, however, admitted in his 
first hour that he had never reoeived any instruction or training In biologioal 
warfare, and therefore would devo te his tim e to l ectures on the prevention of

all the presentations were oral, without any demon- 
strations or audience participation in the practical exercises. 


The Medical Faculty’s Civil Defense plan oentered around 4 teams of 
15 persons eaohi firefighting team, medical team, ohemioal defense team and 
auxiliary police team. One air raid drill was held annually.

What little equipment was available to the CD organisation was quite primi- 
tive. There were no radiation oountere or ohemioal detector kitsi the 4 teams had 
a total of about 15 obsolete WW II OD-type gas masks. 


The fall of 1957 w air raid drill was held in the courtyard of Oharlas Uni- 
versity's Anatomioal institute and was observed by two unidentified Oseohoslovak 
Army offioers, one of whom was a female. members of the fire- 50X1 -HUM 

fighting team wore overalls end helmets, and oarried pi oka j nurses were dressed in 
the regulation nurses uniforms j and two or three of the members of the ohemioal 
defense team ware dressed in light decontamination ooveralls and were equipped with 
gas masks. 


The "air raid" was signalled by a nanuall y operated siren, after whioh the 
drill direotor, a member of the staff, announoed that a bomb had juet exploded in 
the oourtyard and direoted the ohemioal defense team to survey the area. A ohemioal 
defense team member, dressed in unidentified proteotive clothing and oarrying a 
wooden box whioh simulated a radiation oounter, surveyed the oenter of the oourt- 
yard, while another member of the earn® team, similarly olothed but equipped with a 
simulated pump-like apparatus, oheoked the contamination of the air.

Pentietry f an elderly gentleman, was selected to thank all particlpante In the 
drill for an impressive performance. 

the conduct of the drill had been rated ae superior 
and had been far euperior to past drills conducted by other faculties of the 
university.

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2. Training and Functions of the Medical Team 

members of the medical team received no speoial 50X1 -HUM 
instruction or training in treating injuries resulting from ohemioal, biologioal 
or radiologio&l attacks » It was generally assumed that medical team personnel, 
in a situation calling for treatment of mass wounded, would function in capacities 
similar to their routine work assignment.

5. Shortage of Hospital Spaoe in HtAQUB 


In spits of the faot that met ropolitan IfcAQBS laoked enough hospital beds 
to aooommodate normal needs, [ loubted that 00 plans lnoluded any provisions 50X1 -HUM 

for ths expansion of hospital facilities. Rural areas were in a more favorable 
position, sinoe only about 90 peroent of their available beds were in use at any 
one time.

5. Blood Donor Station and Bgflfc in HUGOS 


The blood donor station and blood bank was located in the Second Patriot 
of IIUQUB, Neaoonioe Ulloe, and consisted of a room with autoclaves and other 
sterilising equipment, a reoa for taking bleed, and a laboratory. Until 1958, 
blood was aooepted from donors, if in sound health, at any time) from 1958 on, 
it seemed that the bank had sufficient reserves on hand, sinoo potential donors 
were registered and called upon as the need arose. 


donors were oalled upon to give blood at intervals 
of approximately three months, but did not know the number of donors prooossed in 
one day or thn volume ef the blood bank's reserves, for eaoh 500 oo of bleed, 
of which 50 co was used for laboratory testing, donors were given a cup of coffee 
and a pieoe of sausage and were paid 200 crowns.
